Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Kenney explained that the important aspect of the invention in 
claim 1 was to avoid ALL moisture at the weld, even that due to permeation of moisture into a pressurized hose. 
Conventional welding practices were not concerned with this level of moisture reduction. Ex. Shaw suggested that this 
aspect of the invention would be better claimed if the limitations of claim 2 were incorporated into claim 1 and if 
applicant could make a showing of the permeability coefficients of conventional hose materials. Mr. Kenney also 
explained that the particular electrode materials of claims 7 and 8 resulted in an unexpectedly long electrode life when 
welding with the hydrogen containing shield gas. Mr. Kenney will consider filing a supplemental amendment with the 
amended claim 1 and will provide documentation for conventional permeation coefficients.. 
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
